“The public can be of great help 
in dealing with any grocer who does 
not sell at food administration prices,” 
said Horace G. Gardner, chairman of 
the price committee, yesterday.

Stay away 
from the grocer who overcharges. If 
the consumers will make it a point to 
buy things themselves, instead of mere- 
ly ordering, they can be sure of ee 
ing track of prices. 

ö Clean Bill for Most. 


“One of our men visited twenty-one 
stores today, scattered over three sec- 
tions of the city, and obtained prices. 
The figures were all selow ours, except, 
in the case of one grocer in a suburb. 
We are enlarging our bureau so that 
we can keep track of the prices being 
charged. There are 6,000 stores in 
Chicago that must be watched, but 
most of them 185 need little atten- 
tion.“ N 

The case of one grocer, who told his 
patrons that he intended to defy the 
food administration, was reported yes- 
terday. This case, it was announced, 
would receive special attention. 


Other Cities Learn Here. 

Price regulation in Chicago is report- 
ed to be so far ahead of anything that 
has been accomplished in other cities 
that Harry A. Wheeler has been called 
to Washington and New York to ex- 
plain the system employed here. Be- 
fore leaving yesterday Mr. Wheeler 
said that while the local situation had 
not been entirely mastered profiteering 
and extremely high prices had been 
prevented and that he thought it would 
not be long before all grocers«would 
either be selling within the established 
price limits or lose their trade. 

Prices for butter were raised 1 cent 
yesterday and eggs went 1% cents 
higher. Dark rye flour was reduced 6 | 
cents a sack, containing one-eighth of 
a barrel. The large mills have an- 
nounced they will stop putting up ordi- 
nary wheat flour in five pound sacks, 
but other firms are to see that small 
sacks are put on the market. 


NEW EXPLOSIVE | 
LAW TO GOIN 
EFFEC T NOV. 15 


The new law.governing the handling | 
of explosives goes into effect Nov. 15, 
and the United States bureau of mines, 
which has charge of the operation of 
the law, has telegraphed Elmer A. 
Holbrook, director for the bureau in 
Illinois, outlining the requirements to 
be met by all wo handle explosives of 
any kind. 

The law passed by the Sixty- 
fifth session bf congress and provides 
that when the United States is at 
war it shal? be unlawful to manufac- 
ture, dis ute, store, use, or possess 
plosives, etc., except as pro- 
vided -in the act.” 

The director of the bureau of mines, 
through federal explosive inspectors to 
be appointed in each state, will issue 
licenses to the following classes: Man- 
ufacturers, venders, purchasers, fore- 
men of gangs using explosives, export- 
ers, importers, and janalysts.

The convention of the American Federation of 
Labor, addressed by President Wilson yesterday, 
represents the largest and most authoritative body 
of organized workers in this country and we do 
not think its stand on the war will be doubted.

SOISSONS, France, Nov. 12.— 
Robert Patterson Lamont Jr. of 
Evanston, III., and Henry Thomp- 
son of Greenville, Del., Princeton 
students, were decorated today 
with the war cross with palms for 
bravery in transporting munitions .

Ships the Answer. 

More than 3,000 miles of ocean lies 
between our shores and the battle. 

On ships depend the 
number of soldiers who can be trans- 
ported, and the degree to which their 
fighting efficiency ban be maintained. 

On ships depend the amount of steel, 
fuel, food which can be supplied to our 
allies. On the amount of available 
shipping depends the import and ex- 
port trade of the United States. Run 
any great question of the war down 
to its bottom and one ands on ship- 
board. 

Where are the ships coming from 
and how shall they be distributed? At 
a high estimate we have 4,000,000 to- 
tal tons of merchant shipping. One 
quarter of that is composed of tank 
steamers. Several hundred thusand 
tons are not available for ocean traf- 
fic. And it takes between four and 
five tons of shipping in constant use, 
to maintain a single soldier in France, 
with all his necessary gear, ree 
and munitions. - | 


Only Enough for 500,000. 

If every ton afloat was put in the 
service of the army there would be 
little more than enough to supply 500, 
000 men, making no allowance for loss- 
es by submarines. Of course it is 
ridiculous and impossible to even sug- 
gest that all the merchant ships be 
devoted to the sole use of the army. 
Some 80,000 tons of shipping have 


partially the imminent needs of France 
which 18 still asking for much more 
and which had until recently 1,000,000 
tons of war supplies piled up on the 
docks in the United States waiting for 
transportation. Also twenty-five ships, 
of considerable tonnage, have been al- 
lotted to hurry supplies to Italy, the 
critieal condition of which country is 
common knowledge.

“MOTOR INDUSTRY | 
- SHOWS EVIDENGE 
“OF UNCERTAINTY 


Market, However; Fails 


to Reflect Expected 
_ Profit Cutting.

In thé automobile industry there is 
evidence of a great deal of uncertainty 
as to what will be the position of the 
companies during the period of the 
war. Restricted output of passenger 
cars is accepted as a fact, since the 
government already has made certain 
requirements and has let it be under- 
stood that steel for passenger cars will 
be allotted about third or fourth in 
importance as compared with govern-. 
ment and other requirements. 

At the same time the falling off of 
around 700,000 tons in unfilled orders 
of the Steel corporation at the end of 
October encouraged some makers to 
believe that the restriction on passen- 
ger cars might not be as great as had 
been earlier anticipated. 

*Figere on Fair Price. 

As yet the market for the securities 
of thé automobile companies has not 
reflected the view that profits will be 
seriously curtailed. It is apparent the 
companies figure the government will 
pay a fair price for the work required 
by the government and that the com- 
bined output of ears and government 
work win keep plants at capacity. 
There should not be the profit in gov 
érnment contracts that is made on 
pleasure cars, but the industry will 
come in closer touch with the govern- 
ment and may be favorably treated in 
the matter of taxes. 

The demand for cars is expected to 
fall eff some.. In the month of Octo- 
ber, however, the Ford company 
turned out 76,000 cars, being the rec- 
ord fer any mionth and at the rate ot 
900,000 a year, as compared with 700, 
000 cars last year. The Ford people
